waj Park, to a Philadelphia Record 
reporter. 
Beech is a young man, 


quick in hia movements and rather 
wiry. When be takes op his knife 
tbe oysters fairly jump out of their 
sheila. Beech makes no false mo- 
tions in opening the oysters. 
With 


one blow of the knife he cracks the 
shell. Then the knife is inserted 
and the shell flies off. Upon the 
third motion the oyster sails through 
the air toward the dish and the shell 
drops into the bin. The proprietor 
nf a trade journal called the Betaii- 
er offers to wager $500 and place 
Beech against the world. He has 
not had any matches for a year or 
so. In 1675 be opened 500 oysters 
in twenty-five minutes and six sec- 
onds, an average of three seconds 
for each oyster opened. At another 
time he opened 100 in four minutes 
and thirty seconds, requiring two 
and three-quarter seconds to each 
oyster. Since he has been at Ridge- 
way Park he has uncovered 100 
oysters in four minutes.

in the public mind. The deed is the 
direct result of the Devine decision 
and a large shire of the responsibility 
falls on the shoulders of the supreme 
court, or if not on them, on the heads 
of the weak Tranters of the weak ant 
imperfect and self defeating crtmina 
laws, which make such rulings possi- 
ble. — Sloomtagtou I/eader, 


The lesson is a plain one. The courts 


must deal more promptly and vigorously 
with murderers and other great crimin 
als. There must be leas honey fuglinf 
by sharp lawyers to get off guilty acoun 
drels by means of the loophol*s aoc 
technicalities of the law. It the laws 
are weak or defective, they must be 
strengthened— must be on the side ol 
public protection rather than on the 
aide of thefcriminal. Conviction ol 
crime ought to be followed by severe 
and sure penalties, promptly executed 
— Chicago Journal. 


It has come to be almost impossible 


to punish capital murderers by law 
The vicious classes have taken cogni- 
sance of the constant failure ot justice 
and give free vent to their felonious 
passions. The public mind has become 
outraged. It feels the necessity o: 
better protection for human life. It is 
not in Blootniogton only but in other 
cities in Illinois where the same feeling 
prevails. That the murderers in the 
Chicago jail have sniffed something o: 
this kind is proved by the unusna 
number of men who have recently 
pleaded jroilty to murder, preferring to 
throw themselves upon the mercy o 
the courts rather than take the chances 
ol iurtber arousing public indignation 
by farcical trials. There is too mud 
law quibbling and too little justice fo 
murderers in this state. The responsi 
bility for mobs and lynching rests upon 
the courts and lawyers.— Chicago Tril 
vne.

convinced that the man Pierce wouk 
have received justice, even if tardilj 
administered, they would have beet 
contented to let the law take its course 
They felt that there wag no security in 
the law, and that everything would be 
sacrificed to allow some two-penny law 
yer to make a reputation. In order to 
secure protection, they hung the man 
The courts are in fault, and not the 
people. It is the courts and lawyers 
that have broken down in the minds ol 
the people, respect for law and prece 
dent. They should be the ones ar- 
raigned and brought to the bar of pub- 
lic opinion. — I'eoria Journal.
